Fernie Will ftuild 
New Arena 

Construction of a new Fernie 
arena will be commenced as soon 
as possible to replace the one 
destroyed by a $200,000 tire last 
week, the Fernie city council de¬ 
cided at a recent special meeting. 
To Hold Inquest 

Meanwhile, RCMP at Fernie 
stated an inquest will be held 
into the death of 18-year-old Dom¬ 
inic Ferrareili, who died when he 
was trapped by flames in the East¬ 
ern British Columbia city sports 
arena. 

RCMP and the city fire mar¬ 
shal have begun an investigation 
into the cause of the fire which 
destroyed an adjacent curling rink 
and coffee shop in addition to the 
Arena. 

The young athlete’s body was 
found near the doorway of the 
building a few hours after the 
fire had been extinguished. It is 
believed he was trapped in the 
flames when he went back into 
the building to get his clothes. 
Police said Ferrareili was among 
15 hockey players who had been 
practising in the arena when the 
fire alarm was given. 

(Jo Back For Clothes 

He and four others went back 
Into the building to get their 
clothes and belongings from a 
dressing room. Two others were 
Injured dn Jumping through a 
window to escape. 

A curler who entered the arena 
to look at a draw sheet is be¬ 
lieved to have discovered the fire 
and given the alarm. 

Mayor James White said, "The 
cause seems inexplicable. It could 
have been spontaneous combus¬ 
tion.” If the fire had been smould¬ 
ering for a time this could ac¬ 
count for what seemed to be an 
explosion, he said. One witness 
said the fire seemed to start in 
one corner and “explode and en¬ 
gulf the entire building." 

In announcing that construction 
of the new arena would start as 
soon as posisble, city council set 
the target completion date at the 
beginning of the 1859-60 season. 

Authority was given to engage 
a firm of consulting engineers 
to obtain recommendations a|nd 
plans for the new building. The 
old arena was covered by in¬ 
surance.

Effort To Reduce 
Transportation Cost 
Viscous Crude Oil 


Cost of transporting Alberta vis¬ 
cous crude oil by pipeline may he 
substantially reduced as a result 
of studies being conducted by sci¬ 
entists of the Alberta Research 
Council and the University of Al¬ 
berta Petroleum and Chemical En¬ 
gineering Department. 

Mathematical computation and 
analysis has shown that water, if 
introduced into a viscous oil pipe¬ 
line, forms a moving layer between 
the oil and the pipe wall thus re¬ 
ducing the power required to pump 
the oil through the line. 

An appreciable amount of crude 
oil produced in Alberta is very vis¬ 
cous and tends to adhere to the 
pipe wall. As a result its trans¬ 
portation by pipeline from pro¬ 
duction regions to refineries re¬ 
quires much pumplhg power at a 
relatively high cost. 

Pilot model tests currently being 
conducted show that the water, 
with a relatively low viscosity oc¬ 
cupies the region of maximum 
frictional resistance at the pipe 
wall. Oil transported by this pro¬ 
cess may be considered to be flow¬ 
ing in a moving pipe of water, or 
in a “lubricated” pipe. 

The project has attracted con¬ 
siderable international interest 
among thoe concerned with the 
transportation of heavy viscous 
crude oil. T.W.F. Russell and M.E. 
Charles of the Research Council 
staff have recently published a 
theoretical paper on the subject in 
the Canadian Journal of Chemical 
Engineering. At the same time an¬ 
other paper was published describ¬ 
ing experimental pipeline work 
rtoen in co-operation with G. W. 
Govier of the University. 

Data gained during the experi¬ 
ments thus may be of assistance to 
; ndustrlalists Interested in the 
transportation of coal and other 
solids in fluid flow. 

Further tests with the small- 
scale pipeline may be followed by 
field tests In co-operation with an 
operating pipeline company.

Speech makers like to talk about 
helping small business. About the 
only people not shouting for help 
are — the owners of small busi¬ 
ness. Fact is, they’re scared stiff 
they’re going to be pounced on and 
'‘helped” about the same way Hank 
Larson got ‘‘helped’’. 

One small business man wrote 
to a trade magazine about the same 
thing. "Far from being a delicate 
organism,” he wrote, “that requires 
planners to watch out for its wel¬ 
fare, small business is a hardy so¬ 
cial Institution capabale of such 
quick adaptation to new situations 
that it would be difficult to stamp 
it out.
